Waukegan, 111., Dec. 29.—Judge Claire C. Edwards of the 


circuit court of Lake county, today upheld an indictment charg- 
ing Gov. Len Small with embezzlement of ?500,000 of state 
funds and nine of the thirteen counts of an indictment charg- 
ing the Governor, Lieutenant-Governor Fred E. Sterling ana 
Vernon Curtis, a banker of Grant Park, Ills, with conspiracy 
and operating a confidence game involving $2,000,000 in state 
money. 


JAN. 9 TRIAL DATE. 


The court ordered the Governor to trial on Jan. 9 at 9:30 


o'clock on the $500,000 emberzlement charge. 


Judge Edwards sustained the attoineys for the Governor 


and Mr. Curtis in part by quashing an indictment charging 
them, together with Mr. Steiling, with embezzlement of $700,- 
000; and quashed three counts charging conspiracy and the one 
charging confidence game in the other joint indictment. 
As 


a result Mr. Curtis will face trial only on the nine lemammg 
counts of the conspiracy charge. 


AIDS STERLING TOO. 


While Mr. Steiling is not a party to the proceedings here, 


he never 1^ing asked a change of venue fiom Springfield, 
where the indictments weie returned July 20, 1921, by the 
Sangamon county grand jury, Judge Ednvaids' action in quash- 
ing the joint embezzlement indictment against the Goveinor, 
Lieutenant-Governor and Mr. Curtis, will automatically kill 
that charge against Mr. Sterling.

CODFISH DISHES 


By Sister Mary. 


No dishes are more rteliclous at 


this season than those that can be 
>repared with salted cofllish. 


Codfish balls for winter breakfast, 


codfish souffle for luncheon or din- 
ner may well be used by the woman 
who finds herself unable for one rea- 
son or another to supply her table 
with fresh fish. 


CODFISH BALLS. 


(First Method) 


Two cups raw sliced potatoes, one 


cup shredded codfish, one teaspoon 
butter, one egg, one-fourth teaspoon 
paprika, boiling water. 


Freshen fish in lukev»irm water 


for two hours, changing water three 
times. Put potatoes and fish on to 
cook in boiling water to cover. 


Boil 
until potatoes 
are 
tender. 


Drain. Add butter, egg and paprika 
and beat well. Do not try to shape 
but drop from the spoon into deep 
hot fat. 
The balls should brown in a few 


minutes. Drain on -brown paper and 
gerv» very hot. If these balls are 
wanted for an early breakfast, fresh- 
en the fish in cold water over night 


CODFISH BALLS. 
(Second Method) 


Two cups hot mashed potatoes, one 


tablespoon butter, four tablespoon? 
milk, one egg, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, one cup shredded codfish. 


Soak fish in lukewarm water an 


hour. 
Remove any skin or bones 


and put over the fire in cold water 
to more than cover. As soon as the 
water begins to boll change the wa- 
ter and put on again In cold -water.

After describing the endorsement

ment and citing the law covering the 
case, the decision continues:

LAW IS MANDATORY. 


"The appellate court ot the third 


district in the case of The People vs. 
Haxton, 207, 111. App. 5S4, in an opin- 
ion written 
by 
presiding 
Justice 


Graves, itates this section is manda- 
tory, and cite in support thereof—' 
People vt. Blaflke, 239 111. 69. 


"Counsel for tho state rely, to a 


large- extent, on holdings outside o£ 
Illinois, hut they are of no assist- 
ance unless 
T they interpret 
a like 


statute. 


"The case of Bowman vs. People, 


103 Ind. 69, is set 
out in detail in 


their brief. This seems like an apt 
citation, but on careful consideration 
we discover that that case places a 
construction upon an old statute that 
is not similar to the present Illinois 
statute. 


"The court holds that the above 


suction is mandatory, and that the 
endorsement in question is not a suf- 
ficient compliance with the statute. 
Therefore it Is unnecessary to dis- 
cuss the other objections to this in- 
dictment. 


CONSPIRACY ATTACK.

"Since^lSOO 
millions 
o'f dollars 


have been spent in bounties," he de 
clared, "and there has never been 
a case where the bounty did any 
permanent good."

LEFT BREEDERS. 


The old bounty men, he charged, 


were In the game ,more for 
the 


money and the living they could get 
out of it, than for the purpose of 
ridding the country of wild animals. 
It was found, he added t'-jt the 
bounty men after hunting a season, 
purposely would leave one or two

of 
wolves, 
to 
raise 
more 


wolves, for more bounties. 


In the beginning of the govern- 


ment's drive with paid hunters, Dr. 
Fisher further charged, some of the 
old bounty men proved unfit. 


MANY SUPERSTITIOUS. -\ 


"Some of them would write up 


here saying if they could only have 
the fin of a shark, or the tip of a 
Kangaroo's 
tall, they could surely 


lure game into their traps. 
That 


was all pure 
superstition."
